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Police Chief, FOP, Public Ask Council 
For 10 More Police Officers In Budget

More than 70 Greenbelt 
residents crowded into the 
city council work session on 
the police budget on April 
22. Judging from their com¬ 
ments, which took up more 
than an hour, all those at¬ 
tending supported a larger 
increase in police personnel 
than that recommended by 
City Manager James K. 
Giese. 

Armed with a yet-to-be-re¬ 
leased study of the police depart¬ 
ment by Public Administration 
Service which recommended a re¬ 
duction of one in the number of 
officers in the Greenbelt depart¬ 
ment, Giese’s proposed budget 
provides for the addition of two 
officers and two civilians to the 
police department strength. To 
support his proposal, he not only 
cited the PAS report but also 
pointed to crime statistics which, 
for major offenses, remained 
identical from 1983 to 1984. Mo¬ 
tor vehicle accidents were up 
25% in 1984 but remained below 
the level experienced in 1981 and 
before. He also noted that eight 
officers hired for the department 
are currently finishing required 
training. He predicted that when 
these officers are fully “on board” 
the current manpower picture in 
the department will change dras¬ 
tically. 

Police Chief Frank Hutson had 
asked for an additional 10 sworn 
police officers and four civilian 
support personnel. In his presen¬ 
tation, Hutson said he had based 
his request on his professional 
observation of what Greenbelt 
needs and the expressed wishes 
of the residents he has talked 
to in attending more than 20 
meetings of civic groups in the 
year he has been here. He said 
that “not one citizen has told

me that he would be unwilling to 
pay for a larger police force.” 

Specifically, Hutson asked for 
one extra officer per shift, rais¬ 
ing the shift complement from 
six to seven officers. He also 
asked for five officers to form a 
Selective Enforcement Unit, a 
resource which could be applied 
to specific problem areas such as 
drug related activities, armed 
robbery or an outbreak of crime 
in a certain area, without deplet¬ 
ing the regular shifts and de¬ 
grading the quality of community 
police protection. 

As Giese put it, the basic ques¬ 
tion involved in the gap between 
his budget proposal and the 
chief's request is “how much of 
rhe city's resources are to be 
allocated to the police depart¬ 
ment.” He explained that in a 
time when the tax base is ex¬ 
panding he found it difficult to 
recommend a tax increase. The 
proposed budget pegs the city tax 
rate at $1.13. the same rate as 
last year. Higher assessments 
and new development, however, 
will provide substantially more 
money in fiscal year '86 than in 
'85. Giese’s budget message said 


the exact amount of additional 
revenue is not yet known. 

Since Giese had recommended 
two additional officers and he and 
Hutson had agreed to compromise 
on two additional civilians, the 
chief’s request boiled down to 
eight additional officers. This re¬ 
quest was backed by Sgt. Ter¬ 
rence McGrath and Officer Pat¬ 
rick McAndrew who represented 
the Fraternal Order of Police. 
Support also came from Cliff 
Brown, chairman of the city’s 
Crime Prevention Committee, who 
reminded the council members 
that the first point of the com¬ 
mittee’s 12rpoint program was 
a recommendation for increasing 
the number of police officers to 
40. 

Audience Support 

The greatest support for Hut¬ 
son’s request came from the au¬ 
dience. One speaker after anoth¬ 
er rose to echo Jose Morales's 
plea to “Give the chief what he 
needs.” Many speakers expressed 
their willingness to pay what it 
costs to “get ahead of the 
game” now and not have to “play 
eabch-up later.” Alan Berger,

CITY OFFICIALS EXPLORE 0PTI0RS 
TO EXPAND SWIM POOL FACILITIES

Improvements in swimming facilities are under serious 
consideration as . the residents of Greenbelt prepare to vote 
on a $6 million capital improvements bond issue on May 14. 

Two million dollars of the money from the bond issue 
would be allocated to renovate the existing outdoor pool and 
to construct a new indoor pool, according to City Manager 
James K. Giese. One proposal currently under considera¬ 
tion is to widen a part of the outdoor pool, making it Olym¬ 
pic size for competitive swimming, he said. 


According to Giese, size is also 
an important consideration in 
building the indoor pool. It would 
probably be 25 meters, the size 
needed by the swim team. But 
the new swimming pool would 
benefit all residents of Greenbelt, 
Giese said. 

“Swimming is a life-time sport, 
one that people of all ages can 
participate in,” commented Giese. 
The indoor pool would be used 
for a variety of purposes, includ¬ 
ing therapeutic exercises for 
senior citizens and disabled per¬ 
sons, training for competition, 
lap swimming, and recreation 
swimming, he explained. It would 
be enjoyed by swimmers year 
round, he added, 

“In order to better serve the 
residents of Greenbelt,” Giese 
said, “I would like to see the 
new indoor pool have some 
amenities, such as a deck area 
with tables and chairs.” While 
a health spa is not being con¬ 
sidered. there is a possibility of 
building saunas and whirlpools 
and buying exercise equipment. 
Giese explained, “Our goal is to 
gear the new pool toward fami¬ 
lies.” 

Renovating Present Pool 

According to Giese, Greenbelt 
is also committed to extensively 
renovating the outdoor pool, with 
approximately $250,000 allocated 
for this use and the rest to be 
spent on construction for the in¬ 
door pool. Built in 1938, the out¬ 
door pool was the first public 
swimming pool in Maryland. It 
has not been repaired structur¬ 
ally since then, said Greenbelt 
Recreation Director Hank Irving, 
Repairing it would make the pool 
“more operational for uses other 
than recreational swimming,” he 
explained. 

Right now, said Irving, it ap

For the Bond Issue 

To the Editor: 

On May 14, Greenbelters will 
be faced with making a critical 
decision about our city's future. 
I believe our choices are clear- 
cut. Do we support the $6 mil¬ 
lion referendum and help to en¬ 
sure that the quality of life 
we've come to appreciate in 
Greenbelt is preserved and en¬ 
hanced for many years to come? 
Or do we reject the bond issue 
and perhaps shackle our city's 
ability to keep pace with the ev¬ 
ergrowing demands and prob¬ 
lems that befall a burgeoning 
community? 

For some, this may sound too 
simple. Nevertheless, I am con¬ 
vinced that if voters are ade¬ 
quately informed about the costs 
and benefits of the bond issue, 
the questions posed above will 
lie at the very heart of their de¬ 
cision to approve the referendum. 
To foster this understanding, Ci¬ 
tizens For the Bond Issue (CF- 
BI) is preparing a concise fact 
sheet/flyer that will be distribu¬ 
ted throughout the city in the 
days ahead. The flyer will respond 
to the major concerns that 
Greenbelters have raised and em¬ 
phasize the importance of your 
participation in this special elec¬ 
tion. It will also explain, among 
other things, why this bond ref¬ 
erendum comes at a very favora¬ 
ble time financially, when the im¬ 
pact on city taxpayers is greatly 
minimized by the County tax dif¬ 
ferential rebate, the city's ex¬ 
panding tax base due to contin¬ 
ued residential and commercial 
growth, and the city's intention 
to phase in borrowing on the $6 
million in stages. 

Whether you favor more 
strongly the improvement and 
modernization of our police and 
public works facilities, the pres¬ 
ervation and acquisition of green 
space, or the construction of year- 
round swimming facilities, I 
urge you to enter the voting 
booth on May 14 with the collec¬ 
tive good of Greenbelt in mind. 
We must put aside, at least for 
the present, our personal prefer¬ 
ences and hold firmly the concept 
that a vote for the bond issue will 
allow progress in all three project 
areas under the balanced spend¬ 
ing approach ($2 million per ca¬ 
tegory) set forth by the City 
Council. In contrast, a vote a- 
gainst denies such progress and 
the timely provision of many es¬ 
sential changes and desired a- 
menities that have long been ov¬ 
erdue. 

Few would disagree that $6 
million is insufficient to meet the 
costs of the entire list of pro¬ 
posed capital projects. Howev¬ 
er, if the citizens of Greenbelt 
demonstrate their commitment to 
achieving these goals by casting 
an affirmative vote on May 14, I 
am confident that our fine city 
management will attempt to iden¬ 
tify and take advantage of every 
reasonable opportunity to secure 
the additional funds needed to 
complete the various improve¬ 
ments listed. 

In closing, I encourage you to 
read the CFBI fact sheet care¬ 
fully when you receive it, for I 
believe it will answer many of 
your questions about the bond is¬ 
sue and confirm why a vote “for 
the bond issue" is a vote for 
keeping Greenbelt great.

BUILDING FOR THE FUTURE 

PUBLIC BUILDING IMPROVEMENTS 

City staff has identified building construction needs with preliminary cost estimates total¬ 
ing nearly $3,000,000. The Council has allocated $2,000,000 of the bond issue for building im¬ 
provements. With the approval of the bond issue, a significant amount of work can be under¬ 
taken. Until architects are employed and contracts are let, it will not be possible to determine 
exact costs. 

Police Station 

Since 1977, when the police department first occupied its present quarters, the number of 
officers has increased by 70%. Crammed into the present space are the administrative offices, 
records section, communications, squad room, detective bureau, identification section, one holding 
cell, one interrogation room, property storage, and locker room facilities for police employees. 
The department is now of sufficient size to warrant a separate building specifically designed to 
meet its needs. 

In a special study of the Greenbelt, Police Department made for the City Council, the con¬ 
sulting firm, Public Administration Service, makes the following recommendation: 

“Another major finding of this report that greatly affects the operation and manage¬ 
ment of the Department is that the current police facility has serious limitations that 
warrant finding a new building to house the Department . . . These shortcomings are 
so serious that it would be impossible for the Department to earn accreditation based 
on standards established by the Commission on Accreditation for Law Enforcement 
Agencies. As a result, the City needs to move with all deliberate speed toward obtain¬ 
ing a new facility for the Police Department." 

A preliminary staff study indicates that a new police facility could cost as much as $1,500,000. 

Youth Center Addition 

Existing locker room and weight exercise facilities at the Greenbelt Youth Center are inad¬ 
equate. With only one locker room facility, it is necessary to schedule use by men and women at 
different times. Access to one of the weight lifting exercise areas is possible only by entering 
through the locker room. 

A small addition, to provide two locker rooms and an improved weight lifting exercise area, 
is proposed- 

Public Works Building Expansion 

The Public Works Department has outgrown its existing garage and office facility adjacent 
to Buddy Attick Park on Crescent Road. Over half of the existing garage is used for mechan¬ 
ic, carpentry, sign and other workshops. Expensive motor equipment, with slow cold weather 
starting diesel engines and complicated hydraulic systems, must be stored outside- Construction 
of another garage building opposite the existing building and an addition to the small office 
building is proposed- 

Another problem is the storage of materials used in Public Works operations such as road 
salt, sand, gravel, pipe, playground equipment parts, etc. It is proposed to store the salt in an 
enclosed structure and to establish a material storage yard at another location less exposed to 
public view. 

The estimated cost for these facilities is about $400,000. 

North End School 

The city has acquired the North End School property from Prince George's County. The 
thirteen (13) acres property includes athletic field, playground, sled hill, and the adjacent wood¬ 
land. 

The city has not determined what to do with the building. If it is rehabilitated, possible 
uses for the building are a day care center, preschool or nursery school, a senior citizen activ¬ 
ity center, a drop-in recreation center, a gymnastics facility, and temporary housing for a mu¬ 
seum. Other uses will be consdered if they benefit the community, help defray the cost of 
remodeling and operating the building, and not adversely impact upon the adjacent neighbor¬ 
hood. Consideration is being given to demolishing the original two story section of the build¬ 
ing, which would be the most expensive section to restore, or possibly even the entire building. 

The city's architectural consultants estimate remodeling costs of the original one story 
section of the building and the addition built in 1963 at $600,000. 

Remodeling Municipal Building 

If the Police Department moves to new quarters, the vacated space in the Municipal Build¬ 
ing will be converted for use by other city departments. Presently, the office space in the 
Municipal Building is used to capacity with some overcrowding. The remodeled police quarters 
should provide adequate space to meet future needs of the city. 

City Museum 

Greenbelt will celebrate its 50th anniversary in 1937. A citizen committee already is 
planning for this event. One of the committee's objectives is to establish a small museum to 
preserve memorabilia relating to the history of the city and its establishment by the Federal 
Government as a model planned community. A proposal being considered is the purchase of 
a GHI duplex, with one unit being restored to the way a typical home looked when first occu¬ 
pied, and the other unit being used for displays and office space. 

While the bond issue proposal authorizes funds to be expended for acquiring a museum 
building, other sources of funding for this project will be sought as well.

CITY NOTES 

Construction is under way on 
the traffic light at Greenbelt and 
Mandan Roads. The poles and 
light fixtures have already been 
installed. The State Highway 
Administration advises that nor¬ 
mally a light is operational 20 
days after installation begins. 

The general crew worked on 
the shoulders of Northway Ex¬ 
tended and prepared it for the 
stone path from Ridge Road to 
the ball field. The crew also 
worked on the shoulders and 
drainage at Ridge Road in the 
area of Lastner Lane and 73 
Court. The area at the Springhill 
Lake Recreation Center was 
prepared for sidewalk. Sidewalk 
is being constructed by the city 
contractor and the building main¬ 
tenance crew constructed the roof 
on the animal compound. 

Defective sections of the swim¬ 
ming pool deck were replaced at 
the same time. The new Case 
backhoe was delivered and has 
been used all week. The crew also 
worked on roadsides, collecting 
brush and debris to assist with 
the cleanup of the city. 

The refuse crew, because of 
the absence of members of one or 
both crews, were combined for 
three days into one crew. They 
picked up both routes at the 
same time. This process is being 
studied for future use. 

The parks crew worked on 
street cleaning, the golf course 
and all ball fields. The box that 
was requested to hold infield fill 
at the Babe Ruth baseball field 
has been constructed and is in 
service. Both the parks crew 
and the general crew have done 
extensive sodding on reconstruct¬ 
ed areas during the week. The 
parks crew planted the front 

Sawn at the Municipal Building. 

Due to the change from Stand¬ 
ard time to Daylight time, the 
City's Public Works crews will 

begin work earlier. The new 

schedule for the entire crew will 
be from 7:30 a.m. to 4 p.m., 
which will allow the crews to 
work during the cooler part of 
the morning and eliminate some 
hot weather hours in the after¬ 
noon. 

Special trash continues to be 
very heavy and pick-ups are 

about a week behind.

Why do we need the bond issue now? 

Since the city's last bond issue in 1968, 
a lengthy new list of capital improve¬ 
ment needs has emerged. The city's con- 
tnued growth is exerting unprecedented 
demands on public facilities and services 
and is rapidly diminishing the area's green 
space, which serves to buffer and control 
new development and provides park land. 

If capital improvements are not under¬ 
taken, the future quality of life in Green¬ 
belt may be affected severely. 

What capital improvements are planned? 
Public Building Improvements include 
construction of a new police station and 
city museum, and additions to the Youth 
Center and public works facility. 

Park Land Projects include improvements * 
at Attick Park and the Northway Fields 
athletic complex and the acquisition of 
nearby green space, the acquisition of 
park land in the developing area east 
of the Baltimore-Washington Parkway, 
the creation of a neighborhood park to 
serve Windsor Green and Hunting Ridge, 
and development of the long planned Per¬ 
imeter Trail and other pedestrian-bicycle 
trails. 

Swimming Facility Improvements include 
major repairs to the city outdoor pool 
and bathhouse, and construction of an in¬ 
door swimming pool. 

It is intended that all of these projects 
be accomplished over several, years. The 
order in which they occur will be determ¬ 
ined by the City Council. 

Why $6 Million? 

It was the City Council's general consen¬ 
sus that $6 million would be the highest 
figure acceptable to most Greenbelt vot¬ 
ers. Additionally, Council felt that this 
amount will permit use of a balanced 
spending approach, wherein $2 million will 
be allocated to each of the three cate¬ 
gories of improvements. To supplement 
the bond funds, the city management will 
make every effort to acquire grants, do¬ 
nations, and other non-city funds. 

How much will it cost individual tax

payers? 

The appraised value of your property 
should not be confused with its assessed 
valuation for tax purposes, which amounts 
to only 45% of the appraised value. The 
present city tax rate is $1.13 per $100 of a 
property’s assessed valuation. In its 
“worst case” scenario, City staff has es¬ 
timated that the bond issue would result 
in a maximum tax rate increase of 23 
cents (to $1,36 per $100 of assessed valu¬ 
ation). 

The table below shows how individual 
homeowners in various parts of the city 
would be affected under the highest pos¬ 
sible tax rate increase from the bond 
issue.

Q. Will you probably have to pay this much? 

A: No, because these figures do not take into 
account the County tax differential 
(which will result in an 8 cents reduction 
in the combined city and county tax 

rates in July of this year), the expand¬ 
ing tax base, and the city's intention to 
phase in the borrowing on the $6 million 
in stages. In fact, it is estimated that 
the tax revenues anticipated in the next 
four years from new development alone 
would be sufficient to meet the highest 
projected annual cost of repaying the 
bond issue.

feels like to be robbed at gun¬ 
point and entered a plea to give 
the department what is required 
so that criminals will not get the 
idea that this is a good place 
to commit crime. A long list of 
speakers, many representing a 
civic group repeated the same 
hope—a little more money now 
may help get Greenbelt pplice on 
top of the crime problem and 
keep them there. 

How much more money? When 
Councilman Richard Pilski, one 
of only three council members 
present for the work session, 
asked what the eight additional 
officers would cost, the answer 
was “about $231,200.” That would 
mean a 9.6c increase in the tax 
rate. Pilski, who had character¬ 
ized the audience participation 
and turnout as “the finest or¬ 
chestration I have seen in 20 
years,” cautioned that a tax in¬ 
crease of almost ten cents could 
“jeopardize the bond issue.” (In 
the worst case, it has been esti¬ 
mated that the bond issue could 
add 23c to the tax rate.) 

Councilman Edward Putens, 
who took sharp issue with Pilski's 
use of the word “orchestrated,” 
pointed out that the people who 
attended came of their own free 
will because of their concern with 
the crime issue. However, he also 
said that the council must be 
concerned with what the chief's 
request would cost. “We'll need to 
take a look,” he said. Mayor Gil 
Weidenfeld summed up by saying 
that this was the first budget 
work session and that other de¬ 
partments would also be asking 
for increases. He reminded all 
who had attended that there 
would be a public hearing on the 
whole budget in mid-May. 

The council members also heard 
appeals from the FOP for in¬ 
creased life insurance and a 
cost-of-living increase larger 
than the 4% plus 1 c /c in benefits 
which Giese said he will propose. 

Summer Jobs for Youth 

CARES has application forms 
for Youth Conservation Corps 
(YCC) jobs. The YCC program 
offers summer employment to 
youths 15 through 18 years of 
age for approximately eight 
weeks in Greenbelt Park. Partici¬ 
pants will be paid minimum wage 
for a 40-hour work week. Work 
projects include building trails, 
cleaning up campgrounds im¬ 
proving wildlife habitats and 
thinning timber stands. 


ly in need of repairs, according 
to Irving. “The roof is past the 
point of patching and the walls 
need major repairs,” he said. “I 
would also like to see the struc¬ 
tural integrity of the bath house 
preserved,” he added. 

A Worthwhile Investment 

The allocation of funds for 
swimming facilities is very im¬ 
portant, Irving stressed. “People 
have been requesting new swim¬ 
ming facilities for a long time.” 
The new indoor pool would “pro¬ 
vide relief for the overcrowded 
outdoor pool during the summer 
months,” said Irving. The indoor 
pool would also enable the swim 
team, which currently rents an 
outside location for practices, to 
train in Greenbelt. “It will help 
train and develop local children 
for competition,” Irving said, 
“possibly for future Olympic par¬ 
ticipation.” 

Irving, who said he was opti¬ 
mistic that most of Greenbelt's 
residents will vote in favor of the 
bond issue, said he felt the swim¬ 
ming facilities would be a 
“Worthwhile investment.' He 
said, “Personally, I feel good 
about the bond issue. People can 
see that these things are not 
frivolous.” 

The cost for Greenbelt resi¬ 
dents would be kept as low as 
possible. The city has not had an 
increase in its swimming pool 
fees in three years, Irving added. 
But according to Giese, there 
may also be an increase in pool 
fees, in addition to whatever in¬ 
crease may be needed, and also 
a tax for the pool’s upkeep. “It 
won't be completely self-sus¬ 
taining.” 

“Greenbelt considers recrea¬ 
tion an important activity and 
government service/' Irving said. 
“The residents expressed a need 
for it and the city government is 
responding.” And in the process, 
“we will make the new pool as 
affordable as possible and avail¬ 
able for residents to enjoy.” He 
commented that the new swim¬ 
ming pool would be beneficial to 
the entire community for health, 
fitness, and recreation.

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In Annual Ritual Greenbelt’s Recreational 
Groups Present Budget Requests to City

A budget work session for 
the Fiscal Year 1985-1986 
City Budget for cultural and 
recreational organizations 
was held on Tuesday, April 
23, at 8 p.m. in the munici¬ 
pal building. The work ses¬ 
sion was a straight-forward 
review of funding requests 
by 10 cultural and recrea¬ 
tional groups. There was 
some discussion of the rea¬ 
sons for the funding re¬ 
quests, but council was gen¬ 
erally sympathetic toward 
them. Many of the groups 
asked for the same amount 
of city funds as last year. 

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld and 
Councilman Richard Pilski and 
Ed Putens attended the work 
session. City Manager James 
Giese, Recreation Director Hank 
Irving, Director of the Public 
Works Department George Smith, 
and Parks and Recreation Ad¬ 
visory Board (PRAB) Chairman 
Keith Chernikoff also attended 
the session. Councilman Thomas 
White was out of town and 
v Councilmember Antoinette Bram 
was absent because of a death in 
the family. 

The first group council heard 
from was the Greenbelt Labor 
Day Festival Committee. The 
Committee was represented by 
President Deana James and 
Treasurer Ethelyn Bishop, who 
asked for the same in-kind as¬ 
sistance from the city as they 
ask for every year: help from 
the public works department and 
police protection during the fes¬ 
tival. 

The only change mentioned was 
more decorations on the booths. 
Then followed a discussion on 
the booths and booth fees. Coun¬ 
cil members asked about booth 
fees and wondered whether there 
wasn't a way to deal with the 
problem of booths reserved but 
not used. 

The PRAB report to council 
reviewing group budget requests 
pointed out that the Labor Day 
Committee and the Greenbelt 
Arts Center have cash balances 
which have increased. PRAB 
recommended that council con¬ 
sider this fact when deciding on 
assistance to these groups. This 
issue was not discussed at the 
work session. * 

The last group to appear at 
the session Tuesday night was 
the Greenbelt Arts Center, They 
requested $4,250 from the city, 
up from $3,500 last year. This

amount would be spent on more 
equipment, such as sound equip¬ 
ment and marquee letters. The 
equipment, which would complete 
the present system, would be 
movable. 

The issue of an upcoming in¬ 
crease in rent for the Arts Cen¬ 
ter came up at the work sessoin. 
Councilmemibers asked what has 
been done about the issue. Arts 
Center president Konrad Herling 
said that the group had sent a 
letter to their landlord suggest¬ 
ing options. Council members 
pressed him further, asking what 
was bein gdone to meet the im¬ 
minent rent increase. Council- 
member Pilski asked. “Is there 
any possibility that a contributor 
might exist?” 

“You mean an angel?”, Herlr- 
ing responded. 

Someone to carry you through 
for nine or 10 months, Pilski 
replied. 

The final issue was that the 
Arts Center has been thinking 
about placing directional signs 
along the city streets leading into 
Grecrvbelt. A model sign was 
shown, but plans are far from 
complete. 

The Greenbelt Golden Age 
Club, represented by president 
Dorothy Merry man, asked for the 
same amount from the city as 
last year—$1,500. This money is 


spent only as needed on bus fares 
for local and day-long trips. 

The Greenbelt Concert Band 
requested $300 more than last 
year for a total of $3,050. Busi¬ 
ness Manager G. Thomas Cher- 
rix said the money would pay 
salaries and buy equipment. The 
band performed 21 concerts in 
1984, including conceits at the 
July 4th celebration at the Bud¬ 
dy Attick Lake Park and at sev¬ 
eral nursing homes. 

Council heard from one group 
located outside Greenbelt—Wash¬ 
ington Ear, a radio station that 
performs a reading service for 
the blind. Tony Glazer, a reader 
at the station, explained that 
readers read newspapers, maga¬ 
zines and books and provide audio 
descriptions of events. The fund¬ 
ing request was $800, which is 
about %% of Washington Ear's 
budget, for Greenbelters make 
up x k% of their audience. Couiv- 
cil expressed support and Weid¬ 
enfeld said, “You provide a 
worthwhile service.” 

Recreational Organizations 

The Aquatic Booster Club re¬ 
quested $800 more than last year 
for a total request of $2,750.

Older Pupils Required 
To Have Immunizations 

Beginning in September proof 
of immunization against polio, 
diptheria, tetanus and rubella 
will be required of all pupils in 
grades 7, 8 and 9, Maryland 
school and health officials an¬ 
nounced today. These new re¬ 
quirements will also be put into 
effect for grades 10, 11 and 12 in 
September 1986. Formerly pu¬ 
pils in grades 7 through 12 were 
only required to prove immunity 
to measles. 

According to health officials, 
the majority of pupils in the af¬ 
fected grades have complete im¬ 
munization already on file. How¬ 
ever, many pupils lack vaccina¬ 
tion dates for one or more of the 
newly required immunizations. 

Parents should review their 
child’s immunization records. In 
addition to a measles vaccination, 
it should show one dose of rubel¬ 
la vaccine; at least three doses of

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CENTER SCHOOL STAFF, CHILDREN

It is recess time in Ms. Beckerman’s second grade class 
at Greenbelt Center Elementary School, but five children 
don’t want to leave the classroom. They hover around a 
computer strategically placed in one corner. “How do I get 
it to come on?” asks one child who has put in a program 
about nursery rhymes which works on the hangman game 
principle. 


“Just wait a minute, and it will 
come on,” explains a classmate 
more experienced with the pro¬ 
gram 

Sure enough, the program does 
“come on” and the student types 
in her name. “Push return after 
you type in your name,” advises 
another child 

The student works for a while 
trying to guess the right com¬ 
bination of wofds for what even¬ 
tually turns out to be Mary Had 
a Little Lamb. “Very good, 
Julia,” flashes on the screen. 

“I like the way it puts up the 
student's name,” Ms. Beckerman 
comments. She notes that stu¬ 
dents have to know how to spell 
to get the most out of the pro¬ 
gram 

First-grade teacher Isabel 
Field comments, “Show it (the 
computer) to the students once 
and they just pick it right up.” 

“Fm trying to keep one step 
ahead of the kids—some of them 
have them at home,” explains 
Anza Manning, who teaches kin¬ 
dergarten at Center School 

Every classroom at Center 
School has a computer; some 
classrooms have two or even 
three The school also has six 
printers, four graphics and two 
letter quality. There is also a 
special teacher's room with a 
computer so that teachers can 
review programs. The room con¬ 
tains a wide variety of software, 
computer magazines and hard¬ 
ware. 

About three years ago, the 
push to computers began under 
the direction of Principal John 
Van Schoonhoven and the enthu¬ 
siastic and monetary support of 
the PTA. The first computers to 
arrive w T ere relatively inexpen¬ 
sive Vic 20’s. Now, with a sig¬ 
nificant drop in prices, every 
room has a Commodare 64 with 
a color monitor and a disk drive. 


The old Vic 20's are used as 
extra sets in some classrooms. 

Decentralized System 

Schools embarking on compu¬ 
ter use can go one of two ways. 
They car? choose the centralized 
math lab or individual computers 
in the classroom. From the be¬ 
ginning, Center School staff 
made a conscious decision to buy 
less expensive systems so that 
it would be more feasible to 
place a computer in each room. 
Van Schoonhoven thinks “com¬ 
puters are a teaching tool and 
the teacher ought to be directing 
that.” In the individual class¬ 
room. the teacher has more op¬ 
portunity to select, direct and 
pace instruction. 

“The biggest task the teacher 
has is to select the appropriate 
material.” Van Schoonhoven 
adds. The task, he explains, is 
the same as selecting a textbook 
or any instructional material. 
The staff at Center has found 
that the mechanical aspect—how 
the hardware and software ac¬ 
tually work and learning how to 
program—are not as important 
as originally thought. The pros¬ 
pect of using a computer is not 
so fearful as it once was. 

Center School is also happy 
it choose the decentralized route 
with a computer in each room 
because this means each student 
gets more time on the computer. 
Eighty percent of the school day 
is available for computer instruc¬ 
tion. Each child gets a minimum 
of two blocks of time on the com¬ 
puter each week. The block of 
time for each lesson is about 
twenty minutes, depending upon 
the particular computer lesson. 

Student tutors are a big part 
of the program. Each teacher 
will 'teach the program to be 
available to help their class¬ 
mates.

Building Skills 

If there is a thread running 
through the school’s computer 
usage, it is developing skills such 
as readiness skills and math and 
language skills. Readiness pro¬ 
programs focus on simple logic 
ing, are used in the kindergarten 
through second grades. Other 
programs focus on simple logic 
or computer literacy. Some pro¬ 
grams use koala pads or muppet 
pads for drawing on the screen. 
Favorite programs in the third 
and fourth grades are tri-math, 
math blaster and kid writer. The 
fiifth and sixth grades use logic 
programs and tutorial programs 
such as Bank Street Writer, 
delta drawing and math blaster. 

The staff is working on a scope 
or sequence for the school. The 
school computer committee has 
been instrumental in providing 
direction and motivating staff. 
The committee does training for 
small groups of teachers. The 
staff has agreed that the com¬ 
puter area in each room is “open 
territory”, so that any teacher 
can observe what is happening 
in that area in any room. This 
facilitates the interchange of 
ideas on computer use. “I don't 
have a teacher who isn't excited 
by what they see,” explains Van 
Schoonhoven. 

Looking to the Future 

“Who knows where computers 
are going to be in the future?” 


LEARNIND FUN 

he asks. Computers may be hid¬ 
den behind the scenes and yet 
people will still need to know 
how to react to and make use of 
them. One skill students are 
learning at Center Elementary 
School * is how to react to and 
interact with the computer. Of 
course, students are also learn¬ 
ing other skills because of their 
fascination with the computer. 
The computer is a motivational 
tool, in that students who have 
difficulty will concentrate on the 
computer and learn more rapidly. 

It is not stretching the truth 
to say that Center’s computer 
program is a success. A number 
of principals and staff members 
of other schools have visited 
Center to observe and learn from 
the program, Springhill Lake 
Elementary School has borrowed 
some of Center’s material. 

Recently Center sent a pro¬ 
posal to the Commodore 64 com¬ 
pany in Pennsylvania. If the 
grant ^request is approved, the 
school would obtain 18 more com¬ 
puters. These would be used in 
a floating lab to develop writing 
skills in grades K-6. The school 
would also study how to use a 
number of computers in a class¬ 
room. Numerous computers 
would certainly affect the pattern 
of usage in the classroom and 
bring more changes to Center 
School,

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Increase In Tax Base Allows 
For No Changes In Tax Rate 

by Mary Lou Williamson 

An expanding tax base will bring the city treasury 15 
percent more revenue from taxes next year with no increase 
in the tax rate. The proposed budget for the 1985-86 fis¬ 
cal year as presented to the Greenbelt City Council by City 
Manager James K. Giese would hold the tax rate at $1.13 
per $100 of assessed valuation. The triennial reassessment 
of property also contributes a portion of the increase. 
Giese proposes to increase funding to improve current ser¬ 
vices, but does not plan any new programs for the coming 
year, according to his memorandum to council on the bud¬ 
get. 


More than one-third of the 
added dollars would be spent to 
beef up the police department, 
an increase of more than $200,- 
000. Giese has recommended hir¬ 
ing two additional uniformed of¬ 
ficers, a dispatcher and an of¬ 
fice assistant. Three replacement 
patrol cars and two four-wheel- 
drive patrol cars are proposed. 
The budget calls for an increase 
of 150 percent for police equip¬ 
ment and a 50 percent increase 
in funds for special projects such 
as crime prevention. 

In the public works department, 
the new personnel recommended 
are one mechanic, one laborer 
and a half-time office assistant. 
The city has not yet hired a 
replacement for the position of 
Parks Superintendent. 

A new position, Planning and 
Development Coordinator, would 
work with both the administrative 
office and the public works de¬ 
partment. The duties, according 
to Giese, would be to “review 
and process plans for new de¬ 
velopments and rezonings.” Ad¬ 
ditionally this person would su¬ 
pervise city street repair work 
and other capital improvements 
projects. A half-time office as¬ 
sistant would provide support. 

The Recreation Department 
would get one new employee—a 
person to plan and supervise self- 
supporting programs and special 
activities. 

Giese proposed to double the 
funding for the experimental city 
bus program, to allow an increase 
in the hours of service. He pror- 
poses some fixed-route service in 
addition to the current dial-a- 
ride program. Funds for cable 
television programming are also 
doubled in the proposed budget. 
Here, the extra funds would come 
from franchise fees paid to the 
city. Giese anticipates that coun¬ 
cil meetings and some other spe¬ 
cial events and public hearings 
will continue to be telecast live. 
For the city's 50th anniversary 
in 1987. the city manager is 
recommending advance funding 
of $7,500, double last year’s fig¬ 
ure, but less than requested by

the city’s 50th Anniversary Com¬ 
mittee. 

A four percent cost-of-living 
increase for city employees is 
proposed, plus additional fringe 
benefits — dental and disability 
insurance—equivalent to another 
one percent. 

Street Repair 

Giese-is recommending that the 
reserve for capital improvements 
of seven cents of the tax rate 
go exclusively this year for street 
repair. An additional four street 
repair projects costing $370,000 
would be funded by community 
development block grant funds. 

Federal revenue sharing funds, 
although under attack by Presi¬ 
dent Reagan, will probably be ap¬ 
proved for one more year by 
Congress, Giese thinks. If so, 
funds would again be used for 
bond redemption and some capital 
items—a vehicle for the recrea¬ 
tion department, computer equip¬ 
ment, and for making services 
and facilities more accessible to 
the handicapped. 

The funds budgeted last year 
for some minimal operation of 
the North End Center have been 
largely given up in this budget 
with the realization that public 
use must await major renovation, 
unlikely to be completed this 
year. 

Capital expenditures will pro¬ 
vide both new and replacement 
equipment. Within the parks de¬ 
partment, funds would buy new 
basketball courts for Springhill 
Lake and Boxwood and a variety 
of small equipment. The replace¬ 
ment fund would buy two pick-up 
trucks and a new copier/collator, 
and would pay in part for a new 
small city bus. (A state grant 
would be needed to fund the re¬ 
maining fcost of the bus.)
